4. To choose by ballot and major vote three library 
trustees for the year ensuing. 

5. To choose all other necessary town officers and agents 
for the year ensuing. 

6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of poor for the year ensuing. 

7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of highways and bridges. 

8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
winter roads. 

9. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the building and maintenance of state roads. 

10. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
public library. | | 

11. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
town charges. 

12. To see if the town will vote to purchase an automobile 
truck for patrol work and to make appropriations for same. 
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13. To see if the town will vote to purchase a light road 
machine and to make appropriations for same. 


14. To see if the town will vote to give a discount on 
taxes paid on or before a certain date. 

15. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting. 

16. To hear reports of agents, auditors or officers hereto- 
fore elected and to pass any vote relating thereto.
